In this yoar of the tenth anniversary 
of the Armistice, which ended the 
world war, the American Red Cross 
still finds a great army of disabled 
and sick veterans requiring assistance, 
and whose families also must be aided, 
according to a statement hy James L. 
Wieser, vice chairman in charge of do 
mestic.operations of the Red Cross at 
Washington. In the ten years since 
November 11, 1918, the Red Cross has 
expended approximately $65,500,000 
im veteran relief work, Mr. Fieser said. 
There ig a dally average of 25,500 
disabled and sick world war veterans 
enrolled in Veterans’ Bureau and other 
government hospitals which care for 
these men and women, and about the 
same annual average of veterans suc- 
cumbing to wounds and iliness, for 
whose dependents the Red Cross is 
pledged to givé required assistance, 
Mr. Fieser pointed out. 

In addition, the Red Cross, under its 
charter granted by Congress, has a 
definite duty towards service men of 
the regular establishment of Army, 
Navy anu Marine Corps, and follows 
them to all foreign ports or duty. The 
expenditure In this work for the year 
‘ending June 30, 1928, was $307,458, the 
annual report states.

Napoleonic Art Loot 

to Be Sold in America 
‘ Paris.—Napoleonic loot. old paint- 
ings taken from captured towns in 
Belgium and Holland. are being sent 
to the United States for sale. 

These. pictures, forty-eight of them. 
were part of the collection of General 
Haquin, once aide-de-camp.of the em 
peror and commandér of one of his 
armies. He was, “fired” because he 
refused fo execute all the terroristic 
orders his superiors thought neces- 
sary to cow the populations of con- 
quered towns. 

For a century the pletures re. 
‘mained in the Haquin family, but 
were sold last year by the general's 
grandniece, Mme.

Dahlia Juice Supplies 
a New Kind of Sugar 


Waslington,—Discovery of a new 
sugar in the juice of dahlin tubers ts 
unpounced by the United States bu- 
reau of standards, 

tt was discovered during tests ta 
find oul the structure of inulin, which 
is a 8turchlike substance found in the 
dahlia juice. About $2 per cent of 
this juice was resolved into the al- 
ready known suger called levulose or 
fructose, but the remaining 8- per 
cent was a mystery.

NIGHT LAW SCHOOL 
ATTORNEY’S HOBBY 


Helps Stenographers and 
Clerks to Legal Degrees. 


Okmulgee, Okla.—A law school 
which holds classes at night, go clerks, 
stenographers and others who must 
arn a liviihood during the day may 
satisfy an ambition to become lawyers, 
is ran as a hobby by W. L. Merwine, 
Okmulgee attorney. : 

Merwine, too, must work im the day, 
as he fg dependent on his professional 


Merwine is dean of the school ‘and 
the students are its officers. - Several 
members of the Okmulgee bar’ help 
the enterprise by teaching subjects 
with which they are: moat famiftar. 
The classes meet in the basement of 
the city library. 

Twenty-six graduates have taken 
the ‘state bar examination und only 
one of them has failed. Miss Jewell 
Rus$ell of Tulsa, who last spring re- 
ceived the highest grades in the Okla- 
homa bar tests, begun the study of 
law under Dean Merwine. 

7 Does Not Seek Students. 

The Okmulgee school does not seek 
students. Persons In other states and 
in other Oklahoma cities have asked 
whether they may enroll, but the dean 
has advised them to go elsewhere If 
possible, explaining the institution ts 
Intended for Okmulgee men and won- 
en -whe must work. 

The school had its beginning several 
_years.ag0, When three young men, ein- 
ployed {n ab abstracior's office, asked 
Merwine whether he would devote a 
small amount of his time to instructing 
them tn. law. 

The schoo! was incorporated in 1926 
and the students divided into senior 
and’ junior classes. Since then a score 
or more of ‘ambitious young men and 
women have attended the night meet- 
ings. 

Laggards Drop Out. 

“The students enroll because they 
have a real desire to learn,” Merwine 
says. “A person in the class who does 
not apply himself soon finds his sur. 
roundings uncomfortable and some- 
what in shame drops out. For those 
willing to work. however, there Is 
the utmost co-operation.” 

To meet expenses the school charges 
tuition of $50 a-year, but this fs as- 
sessed at the convenience ofthe stu- 
dents, some paying In monthly Iinstall- 
ments and others waiting until gradua- 
tion. 

Dean Merwine was born in Ohfo In 
1861. He worked his way through 
Ohio Northern university at Ada and 
later practiced Iaw at Columbus in 
partnership with Charles W. Allison, 
a first cousin pf President McKinley. 


New Mesa Verde Coal 
Produces Much Wax 


Pittsburgh, Pa.—Over three gallons 
of wax has been extracted from one 
ton of Utah coal in the United States 
bureau of mines laboratory here. 

The wax is essentially the ordi. 
narily known stuff used in candies. 
The coal yielcing the wax is Mesa 
Verde, one of the least-known in the 
United States and one of the most 
recent, that is, coal which was 
formed in geological times that are 
recent as compared with eastern 
coals. 

The bureau of mines first extracted 
the tar from the Ttah coal, getting 
about thirty-two gallons from a ton, 


cent of wax. [In announcing the re 
search the bureun saya: “It is sug- 
gested that the high wax content of 
tars of this sort might be directly 
exploited to yleld an. important in- 
crease in oy-products with very little 
preliminary development work.”

’Paris.—That the distance between 
England and France” has _inereased 
five meters during .the last 300 years 
is ong of the possible deductions from 
sew longitude reckonings made pub- 
lic by the Paris observatory. 

The longitude between Paris and 
Greenwich taken in the reign of 
Louis XIV in the Seventeenth cen- 
tury was ¥ minutes 20 seconds and 93 
bundredths of a second. The new 
ineasurements reveal a difference of 
two hundredths of a second,- which 
reduced to linear nieasurement is 
five meters or about tive yards and a 
half.

This nation-wide campaign agalust 
disease and accidental death {s con. 
ducted throngh a majority of the 3,532 
Chapters of the Red Cross. 
community campaign, fitted to the 
health problems of each section. 

The Red Cross, through its Chap- 
ters, Is the largést employer of trained 
Public Health nurses in rural work {no 
the Gnited States. [In its campaign 
for preservation of healtn and preven- 
tion of disease ft has alded in estab- 
lishing 2,000 or mure community nure 
ing services. ‘ 

At the national -headquarters an-en. 
roliment of nurses is maintained, 
which forms a great nursing reserve. 
Under Its Charter from Congresa this 
Red Cross Nursing Service is the off. 
clal reserve for the United States 
Arny and Navy Nursé Corps. In addl 
tio1, these nurses are available in 
tine of disaster or epidemic. This re- 
serve list of trained nurses bas in 1928 
reached its peak fe number enrotled— 
there being now 47,000 nurses qualt- 
fleé under Red Cesss regulations who 
may be mobilized in time of exoer- 
gency.
